IMPARTIAL, KOT NBUTRAL, 
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‘Tue Report of the Statistical Secretary 
to the Imperial Customs on the foreign 
trade of China for last year, which has 
just beon issued, enables us to seo tho 
fall rosults of tho commorce at the open 


ports in 1883. In a recent article on 
tho yearly returns of trade at tho worth. 
orn and river ports wo referred to the 
dolorous tone in which the Cummis- 
sioners had written, and we regret to 
find that thore is scarcoly anything in 
tho papors from the southern Com- 
missioners to alleviate the despondency 
so apparent nearer at hand. Wo shall 
only notice ono or two special points 
in the Report of the Seoretary and pass 
on to the general trade of the year. 
Referring to the goueral declino in 
values of Imports on the whole trade 
the Secrotary shows that a large 
part of it is due to the low price 
of Malwa opium, the valuation of the 
article in 1883 being Haikwan Tis. 62 
por pical less than in 1882, which on 
an import of 35,218 piculs accounts for 
two millions taels out of the four and a 


{| half millions of deficiency. There was, 


however, a largo increaso in the quan- 
tity imported. Patna and Benares 
opium were in short supply as com- 
pared with the previous year, but the 
prices ranged at fair average figures. 
‘We referred fully in our previous article 
to the remarks on native opiam in the 
Reports of some of the Commissioners, 
and it is only therefore now necessary 





to add that the Statistical Secretary 
says of it that “the impression is, it is 


not annually gotting cither less plonti- 
fal or Jess cheap.” Those who read our 
romarks on the Report of the Tientsin 
Commissioner will concur in this im- 
pression. 

Two matters connected with the 
cotton goods trade are worthy of spooial 
consideration by English shippers. The” 
quality of their drills having been 
gradually lowered until they were “in 
many cases a mero rag,” the deniand 
for them fell off before the competition 
of the honest Amorican drills, and the 
import was 44 por cont loss in 1883 
than in 1882. English sheetings; on tho 
other hand, being now mado of botter 
cloth, aro “lessoning the consumption 
of Amorican makes,” revorsing the pro+ 
cess of what bas been goivg on in drills, 
A vory noteworthy mattor is the im+ 
portant development in recent: years of 
the trade in yoru and thread, which 
next to groy shirtings Lave become the 
most important articles classed under 
cotton goods in the Returns. The ims 
port of them in 1878 was 108,000 piculs 
valued at 2} millions of taels, which last 
yenv rose to 228,000 piculs valued at 5} 
millions. Of this latter quantity Swatow 
took 81,020 piculs: there of lato years 
Bombay yarn has been in most demand, 
being cheaper aud coarser than English, 
and on both these accounts better suited 
to the requirements of the Kuangtang 
markets. Part of the incronsed demand 
for yarns at Swatow is probably to be 
altribated, we gather from the Report, 
to the cloth merchants in a certain 
district having been able to’ arrange in 
1882 to farm a likin station which 
permits of their goods being passod at a 
lower outlay than previously. Woollen 
goods and metals wero imported in 
smaller quantities during 1883; the 
decline in lead amounting to 23 per 
cont compared with 1882. 

‘The tables showing the aunual valuo 
of the foreign trade of China from 1871 
to 1883 and of the Customs Revenue 
during the same period have a peculiar 
interest at this time whon the foreign 
relations of the country are in an un 
satisfactory condition. In the first 
year of the former tablos the net import 
trade was of the value of 70 millions of 
H. taels, and the value of exports over 





66 millions; the aggregate of both 
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boing nearly 137 millions. The values

(The Haikwan tael, in which these 
values and the Customs revenue is com- 
puted, is stated in the Report to have 
boon the equivalent in 1883 of 5/73 
Bnglish, and $1.35 American money, 
at the average sight rate of exchange 
during'the year.) Of.the above it is 
only necessary now to explain that in 
1881 the whole import trade was over- 
done, and hence the exceptionally high 
values in that year, while in 1881 and 
1882 the speculation in silk among the 
Chinese here, who held back from 10 to 
14,009 bales during the groater part of 
that time, accounts for the falling off iu 
the export values. 

The Customs Revenue in 1871 was 
11 uillions of taels, 3,800,000 being 
derived from imports, 6,300,000 from 
exports, and the remainder from coast 
trade, tonnage and transit dues. During 
the last five years the Customs revenue

The decline in the reveuno of last 
year amounted to 798,915 taels, arising 
thus—On import duties 2£0,000, on 
export 400,000, on coast trade, that is 
on native produce carried from port to 
port, for native consumption, in vessels 
of foreign typo 42,000tacls, while both 
tonnage aud transit dues show an 
increase, the Intter nearly equal to the 
falling off in the coast trade duties.

The trade with Hongkong is in goods 
received from that Colony, or exported 
to thore as au eutrepot or distributing 
centre, and doos not comprize those 
articles which aro supplied thence in 
_native craft to places in the south of 
China,

Tn addition to the import and oxport 
trade of China there is the shipping 
employed in carrying it on, and this 
last year shows an increase in the ton- 
uage aud a slight falling off in the 
number of vessels entered at the ports, 
as compared with 1882, The number 
of vessels entered was 23,863 with a 
tonuage of 17,589,914, thus chiefly 
classified :—

Freights, generally, raled much lower 
than in previous years and were almost 
uniformly unremanerative. 

The foreign population at the Treaty 
ports in 1883 is stated at 5,297 residents, 
of whom 2,463 were British, 423 
American, 532 German, 332 French ; 
most of the other Western nationalitic 
being represented. 

With more favourable circumstances 
in China than those of the last year or 
two this large trade will soon recover 
prosperity. When political and com- 
mercial confidence returns business will 
be conducted in a more sensible way by 
the Chinese thau in recent times. There 
will be less ambition on their part to 
compete with the foreigner in those 
branches of trade which he understands 
and they do not, aud this will be to the 
benefit ofall. Possibly, also, additional 
facilities to inland trade will be granted 
by the Peking Government. If so, 
the importance to England of her 
mavufacturesmaintainiug their position 
requires that a change shall be iusti- 
tuted in the attitude which our Con- 
suls have in recout years been instruc- 
ted to assume, or for their own sakes 
have assumed, in all matters relating to 
the interests of their countrymen. If 
any Foreign Office instructions stand 
in the way of this, the representatives 
of the manufacturing districts in the 
House of Commons should lose no time 
in using their influence to have them 
cancelled. In future the * Consuls 
should understand that vigilauce, and 
not indifference to the commercial in- 
terests of their countrymen, is expected 
of them.

‘THE PALL OF THE MINISTRY. 
Apvicss from Peking are following 
eech other so, thick and fast that it 
by no means an ensy matter to arrive 
at satisfactory conclusions respecting 
tho position of affnirs. Hitherto, how. 
ever, they have been at least consecu- 
tive in their tenor, and whatever we 
may honr to-morrow onr presont ideas 
of the situation are so far clear onongh. 
Prince Kung has been -dismissed in 
disgrace, and his fanctions asx. Grand 
Councillor transferred to an hereditary 
Prince named Li, of whom more 
horesftor. Prince Ch‘an, meanwhile, is 
d from comparative obscurity to 
» inferior only to that of the 
‘Emprése-Dowager herself, and invested 
with extraordinary powors, ‘Chis ap. 
pointment has given rise to a vigorous 
aud well-founded protest on the part 
of certain iufinential persons, their 
objection being based ov principles the 
validity of which not oven tho Empress 
ares to.call in question. ‘Tho excuse of 
urgent necessity put forward in the 
strangely apologetic rejoinder of Her 
Majosty to tho Momorialists is not likely 
to carry full commendation with it, and 
it may bo gravely doubted whether the 
malcontents are more than temporarily 
silenced, “At the same timo, we are 
bound to say that the appointment of 
the Seventh Princo was not altogether 
unexpected by the Chinese. It must 
have boon cloar to every intelligent 
man that a change of policy was 
imperative at the present juncture 
of affairs, Wo have even heard it 
stated that tho step was required 
to onsure the stability of the reign. 
“ing House; but though it is impos. 
sible to deny that somo of the recent 
evouts might bo interpreted as signs of 
dynastic tottering, we may bo permit. 
ted to donbt whether the selection of 
the remedy is altogether a wise ono, 
‘We have said that even the Empress is 
unable to dispute the xuthority on 
which the Censors lave ‘protested 
against the elevation of the Emperor's 
father. It stands to renson that the 
interference of so near a relative of the 
reigning Sovereign would render the de. 
liberations of the Grand Council almost 
nugatory.; every mensure would be 
dopendent upon his approval, and the 
power of the Sovereigti, as represented 
by his own: father, would become vir- 
+ tually absolute: It is therefore a bold 
stroke on which-Her Majesty has vou. 
 tared, and one which, as far as we dan 
judge at the moment, must either make 
ormar. Many well-informed Chinese 
express their firm belief that the Em- 
press has not been a free agent in this 
affair. It is the Emperor’s her 
himself who has taken the initiative, 
and compelled sister-in-law to place 
tho administration of foreign affairs 
eutirely in his hands. Mach colour is 
lent to this suggestion by what is known 
of routine-procedare in the Palace. The 
Grand Council meets wit!

reluctant’ to accept the responsibilities 
thus thrust npou him. There is noth 
in such‘nn assertion incompatible with 
the theory that the Pi impationt 
at the vacilluting aud quiescent: policy 
of bis elder brother, has actually 
usurped his post. If this be the fact, 
as there are certainly some grounds for 
supposing, the Prince of Ob‘an will 
henceforth be the real ruler of Oh 
and the arbiter of Lér destinies; while 
the Empress willeither work in harmony 
with him, or sink into actual, though 
perlinps not apparent, insignificauce. 
Now the Seventh Prince is credited 
with being of a violent aud headstrong 
disposition. Courteous enough in bis 
mannera, he has slill the ferocity of 
the Tartar very near the surface, and 
ho is probably the last man in the 
Empire who should bo trusted with 
the direction of affairs requiring cool- 
uess, moderation, and restraint. Apart 
from the exigencies of the time, on 
which the Empress lays so much 
strom, the fnot remains that Prince 

























































Chfan’s elevation is not only unpopular 
among an iuflaential class of people at 
Peking,—we do not speak of the opinions 
of Shanghai Chinese, which are not worth 
very much—bat opposed to the traditions 
of the dynasty ; it bas already aroused 
stroug autagouiam, and if, by any over- 
bearing mensures on his part, the 
position of the Government is rendered 
more inaecure than it is at present, 
there will probably be dissensions of a 
singularly threatening nature, . Hither 
to, the Viceroy of Chihli has worked 
harmoniously with Prinos Kung.

The Viceroy of Chibli will be expected 
to second his measures, and opposition 
even from LiHung-chang might entail 
sorious consequences upon the opponent. 
There cav, we think, be no question 
that the position of the grent Viceroy 
is, or will .be, considerably-shaken by 
the rise of the new Ministry, .and tho 
outlook is just‘now an anxious one, Tt 
is questionable whether tlie dissatiofac. 
tion felt by the.party represented by 
the Consors and Supervisors of Iustrac- 
tion is allayed by tho conciliatory’re- 
joinder‘of the Empress. Wore ‘Prince 
Ch‘an to adopt a policy. unpopular or 
dangerous in the eyes of the fallen 
ers we might hear of antagonism, 
sions, and intrigues which would 
soriously weaken the power of tho 
Central Governmont.. If, in such @ 
case, an open breach were to result, it 
might fall out that the Imperial House 
was divided agaiust itself, nnd a deadly 
strogglo would then ensue, leading no 
doubt to events of dynastic importance, 
The appearntice of Admiral Courbet 
the Gulf of Pechibli will bring matter 
and the hand of China 
‘The sooner: this happens 
; let the Fronch strike while 
the iron is hot. 

With regard to the Prince of Li, who 
seems to-have been put in. as nominal 
successor to Prince Kung in the Grand 
Council, very little is known. He is 
the Senior of the Hight Iron-Crowned 
Princes, the descendants of the Hight 
Chief Princely Houses who assisted 
the Gioro Clan to obtain possession of 
the Throne in 1644, aud who enjoy 

right of perpetual inheritance. Li 
the ‘Coremonious’ Prince, 
wang is the ‘ Respectfal’ 
and Ch‘an Ts‘in-wang tho ‘ Guileless’ 
—is, wo believe, a man of some eig! 
and-forty years of age. He is said to 
bo a somewhat dissipated person, given 
to the wine-oup and good company, 
and has beou impeached for undignified 
coudact more than once, But it ap- 
pears likely that his personal respon- 
sibility will not be great, ‘the real 
power of the Empire being, 
in the person of the Bmiperé 
until the Emperor himself ascends the 
Throne. 



















































THE MORAL OF THE SITUATION. 
Tu embarrassed, and, as it may-prove, 
desperate, position of the Peking Gov. 





ernment lias | moral attached to it, 
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and-it is only just to the rulers of 
- China that this moral should be clearly 
and. faithfally pointed ont to them, 
“Good medicine,” says the Chinese 
proverb, “is bitter to the taste, and 
fnithful words are not plensaut to the 
ear.” It cannot be too strongly borne 
“in upon the official mind that the dilem- 
ma in which China is now landed has 
‘boon brought about solely by her stub- 
born and misguided policy during the 
past. eighteen months, and that sho has 
no one but herself to blame for tho 
undignified figure ‘she now cuts before 
the world, To prove this is by no 
means-difficult, We havo ouly-to cast 
f rapid. glauce over receut events to 
show how strangely and how delibe- 
‘rately the Central Government has 
stultified itself in all its dealings with 
France, and how its repntation for 
diplomacy has suffered in consequence. 
Ibis right and desirable to point out 
in which direstion lies the road to 
honlth; thie-we havealréndy done, but 
it wonld bea mistake to treat China 
a8 a convalescent as long as she is 
still in need of drastic purgntives, 
Let us take, for instance, the prime 
blunder she committed in refusing to 
rocognise as valid tho Treaty of 1874. 
In whatever light this iistramout may 
hinve appeared to her originally, tho 
sequel has shown only too clearly that 
-her opposition to it.was a blunder, and 
.nothing less. ‘That opposition was 
“based partly upon the now oxploded 
claim to suzerainty over, the Peninsula 
of Aunam, and partly. on the ingrained 
aversion of China to anything that 
“binds her. It was this tendevey that 
in ® measure induced her to resist a 
treaty which would indirectly bring 
hor within tho sphore of obligations to 
foreign countries, aud soouer than nse 
her inflaonce with the Annamese King 
to inspiro respect for such obligations 
she roundly assorted that he could not 
“be bound to France because ho was: the 
vassal of China, Now it seems to us that 
‘if such a relation did exist between the 
“Emperor and the King, the Emperor 
was strangely dilatory in protecting the 
tributary-state. The Chinese threaten- 
ed aud stormed; unoarthed folios of 
forgotton lore’; quoted grandiloquent 
and méaningless bonsts made contaries 
ago, by a sovereign whose geographical 
knowledge was of the most limited na- 
,ture; talked largeand long, butabstained 
from taking any action whatsoever, 
“Meanwhile the French fought oi; and 
‘the Marqnis T'stng, acting in strict 
‘obediance to detailed instructions from 
Poking, continued his warnings in no 
méagured terms to the French Govern- 
‘ment: At Inst ho aononuced an alti- 
matum, An attack on Soutay would 
‘po:considered by China a casus belli, 
and war would bo the result. Sontay 
was attacked, and Sontay fell; but 
nothing was done by China. Then he 
was ordered to announce auother ulti- 
matum. This time it was au attack on 
Bacninh which would be considered as 
filling thé cup of Freuch iniquity, and 
war would inevitably follow. Bacninh 























was attacked, and Bneninh fell; and 
still nothing was doue by Chiua. The 
Peking Government, having thus gross- 
ly discredited its representative, who 
had fought its battles so bravely and 
so skilfully, smiled calmly, and con- 
tonted itself with the quiet observation 
that it was strange the French should 
have been so long about the task. As 
for,P'éng Yii-linjand bis eoadjatora, who 
were sent south to protect the froutior 
but with tern injanctions not to cross 
it, nothing further has been heard of 
them,’ excepting that two military 
officers Lave been bebended, and a 
fow others stormed at and punished. 
The change of Government may have 
wonderful things in store, but these 
aro still in the realms of speculation. 
It may be that the new Ministry will 
adopt a policy calculated to hasten the 
ruiu and humiliation of China by fresh 
evasions or an open withstanding of 
France, or that even this grand display 
will fade into insignificance. 'The fact re- 
mains the same ; China hasdone nothing 
up till now to make good her threats, 
which have proved ns empty as those 
proteusions to suzerainty on which 
they were based. Is there 
moral to be drawn from 
moral so plain that the most fossi 
member of the Yamén must see it? 
Hitherto, China has repudiated the 
principles of intornational law, aud 
clang to ber bubblo of suzerainty. 
That bubble has barat with a bang, 
and nothing remains of it; sho has no 
more power in Aunam than sho has in 
Egypt; and having been forced to 
acknowledgo this fact, enn she not seo 
that a recognition of the Inw which 
governs nations is a necessity, that it 
is the one and only basis.on which her 
future relations with the West can 
depend? We have beon told, and we 
believe it may have been trae, that Chinn} 
has decided to abandon her claims to 
suzerainty in Annam when tho time 
comes for her to settle accounts, with the 
French, Yee, but she must do more than 
that. So much will be forced upon her ; 
sho will not be able tohelp herself, anloss 
sho is so lost to renson as to fight. 
Sho ought not only to abaudon, but to 
retract, her claims. She ought to be 
brought to see, not only that she has 
no longer any right to lordship over 
that country, but that she never had 
any such right; that the whole thing 
was a chimera and a delusi and 
that all the troubles and humiliations 
she has incurred of late are no more 
than the legitimate ontcome of ber 
infatuation. Iu faot the political creed 
of China is no more than a superstition, 
and what she wants is a little healthy 
scepticiam or freethought. China must 
be converted from her old fallacies, 
and brought to acknowledge them to 
have been fallacies, before the root of 
the evil can be regarded as really 
atlacked. As long ns her standard 
works, her canous of authority, show 
a depth of ignorance and folly as great 
as that which classes England with 
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to the Emperor, so long will the disease 
remain untouched. Such follies may 
be laughed at, but they bring China into 
unmitigated contempt; and when they 
are acted upon, and made the grounds of 
diplomatic bluster which ends in smoke 
and rattle, like their own firecrackers, 
the humiliation of China is complete. 
China cannot expect to be treated aw 
sérieuz as long as she behaves like an 
overgrown child, who, not content with 
crying for the moon, puts forward a 
silly claim that the moon belongs to 
her, Advance in science and civilisa- 
tion is now a political necessity ; but 
before overything, lot the way be cleured 
of all those foolish claims to suzerainty, 
perfection, universal wisdom and what. 
not which have barred the road of 
progress for so many wasted years. 
This lesson has still to be learnt, and 
we trust in China’s own intorest tnt 
ita trath will be accepted at once, 
without that. sore chistisemont which 
will follow any reluctance on the part 
of the Chinese to do that which is now 
inevitable. 











TRE POSITION OF LI. 

Ar the preseut critical stage of affairs 
in China, it is but natural that general 
attention should be attracted by the 
position of the man who bas been looked 
upon for years past, and with reason, 
as the most enlighteued and influential 
of Chinese statesmen. ‘That Li Hi 
chang has cause for the gravest anxiety 
on purély personal grounds is, we fear, 
bat too true, For the last fifteen yen 
the present Viceroy of Chibli has been 
the foremost bulwark of the State. His 
presence at ‘Tientsiv, where he has 
considerable army at his command, 
aud. where defensive operations have 
been cartied on upon a very extonsive 
seale, makes him in a very literal and 
ignificant sense the Guardian of the 
Throne. He has disbursed enormons 
sums of money in the establishment and 
oarrying-on of arsenals, the building of 
gunboats, the employment of foreign 
experts, and the fortification of the 
const defences. It is therefore uot un- 
nataral thet the Empress, immured 
within the impenetrable walls of tho 
Winter Palace, should expect grent re- 
sults. ua was to have been mado 
impregnable, and impervious to attnok 
—snfo ngainst: invasion, aud propared 
to ongage in hostilities with 
strongest Power which should vonture 
to molest her repose. But no sooner 
does urgent occasion arise for putting 
these preparations to the test, than 
they are found wanting, and the 
humiliativg confession has to be mado 
that China is almost as unprepared for 
war as ever. It is only too clonr, of 
course, where the defect has Iain. 
Extensive as the Viceroy’s measures 
bnve been, they have been rendered 
almost ungatory by mismanagement. 
‘The Arsenals, on which so mach money 
has been lavished, have been . mis 
managed badly; ganboats have been 
‘soamped’; fands have been squan- 


























Corea and Anuam as states tributary 
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ina word, mnddlo has reigned supreme. 
That Chineso soldiers cousist of raw 
material out of which to fashion useful 
fighting mon is, we believe, urques- 
tioned ; but here, again, there has been 
mismanagement. Hulf-nedezon drill. 
sergeants nre all vory well as far as 
they go, bat what is wanted is that the 
various regiments and stockades should 
“Be commnnded by foreign officers, and 
sabjected to a thorough aud searchi 
system of army discipline, Iu sho 
the money that has been so freoly 
spont has been to a very largo extent 
thrown away, because it las not ‘been 
apont wisely. "Lhe Vieoroy hns beon 
perhaps compelled to rely more than was 
either advisable or safe upon his subor- 
tes, and these were not in every 
jataiivo perfectly trustworthy” mev. 
'Thorefore, when the eyes of all China 
are, in ® sense, turned towards the 
Vivoroy na the man on whom the conutry 
dopenda in the present crisis of affairs, 
it is not surprising Hint His Excellency 
shonld have ocension to feel the dif- 
ficulty of his position very acately ; and 
the very threatening letter lately went to 
him by tho Empress ia oulculated to 
necentunte his embarrassment. What 
is hetodo? Weare justified in saying 
that many well-informed Chinese take 
an exceedingly serious view of the onse. 
From a strictly ethical and historical 
standpoint they aro utterly anable to 
see bow the life and the honour of Li 
oan longer co-exist. ‘This, in foreign 
eyes, is of course an absurdity ; but we 
mast romomber that we aro dealing 
with Orientals, whose traditions and 
codes of honour are at ulter variance 
with our own, It must, we fear, be 
acknowledged that, able, enlighte 
and progressive as tho Viceroy of Chil 
undonbtedly is, ho is not a man of the 
very firstetature, He evidently bas very 
keen susceptibilities, and is too depend- 
ent npon his foreign advisers. It is a 
suiiciently uatural and pleasing trait 
in his character that he should have 
recourse to the counsel aud friendly 
aid of those in whose friendship be 
trosta, Yet when we hear of his sending 
urgent appeals to Mr. ‘This and Mr. 
‘That to come and talk with him when 
he is in any special difficulty, we cannot 
help fooling that here we have an indi- 
cntion of where his weak spot lies. 
Would a thoroughly self-relinut mau 
act so? We think not; and while we 
have every sympathy with the Viceroy 
in hig present straits, aud overy respect 
for his many admirable qualities, we 
cannot but fear that this joint in his 
armour may prove a chanuel of dis. 
aster to him, ‘There is a bard struggle 
before him. His many detractors will 
take advantage of this opportunity to 
tarn pon him en masso, and bring 
about his ruin if they cau, We trast 
most cordially and sivcerely that they 
will not succeed, and if the Empress is 
possessed of half the foresight and 
shrowduess with which she is generally 
credited, she will not deprive herself of 
the statesman who, with all his short. 
comings, is perhaps the ablest and most 





























truly useful servant that she has, It 
has been said that Li Hang-chang is 
not @ great diplomatist. If he were, 
he might yet save both China and 
solf ; for it is clear to us that the same 
causes which might bring about the fall 
of Li would hasten that of his country 
too. WeroLi evorirretriovably disgraced 
—and shen we say this we mean that 
which such disgrace would most in- 
evitably bring with it—it would imply 
that the War Party in Peking bad 
decided on a war with Francs, the cou. 
sequences of which would be rain to 
the reigning House, Thero are’ there- 
fore but two courses open to Li Hung- 
chang, as far as we can see, In tho first 
place, supposing that he is depated to 
undertake the negotiations with Admiral 
Oonrbet, to come to such terms as will 
ensure peace with as little sacrifice of 
honour as is compatible with tho terri- 
ble difficulties of tlie situation. We need 
not enlarge upon the oxtreme danger of 
such a task. But if he can fut impress 
upou the Bupress that the reasons for 
suol: a course ure dyunsticmmthat it is to 
the interest of the Emporor olf, with 
a ‘view to tho very stability of bis 
Throne, that China should uot go to 
war—then he might receive that eup- 
port without which bis downfall would 
be inevitable. We believe that that is 
tho only consideration likely to appoal 
to the present actual rulers of China 
at Peking, It is 0 mistake to suppose 
that- there the slightest symptom 
there of aniy disposition towards what 
we foreiguers louk upon as progress. 
Never was Conservatism strouger or 
more rampant at Peking than it is to- 
day. ‘This we pointed out some wooke 
go, aud our prediction was verified 
not long afterwards by the news that 
the Emperor’s father had been advanced 
to the highest authority under the 
Rogeut herself. It is only in defereuce 
to the instinot of self-preservation that 
the governing party will ever cousent 
to make peace with France, and it is 
only by basing his representations on 
on this ground that the Viceroy of Chibli 
enn hope to gaiu the acquiescence 
of the Empress. If, ou the other 
hand, tho Viceroy is pressed too far, 
then there will—or shonld—be but 
one course for him to pursue. We 
are uow writing from a Chinese stand- 
point. He wonld have to make war, and 
leave the issues of the strife to Heaven. 
Were he to take command in person, 
and lose his life, ho would reap immor- 
tality in the memories and annals of tho 
people ; if he survived, and the Capital 
were taken, and the dynasty brought 
down—well, it is too soon to conjecture 
what might be the upshot of events. 
We have alrendy perhaps pushed our 
specalations too far. But no oue can 
be more alive to the suicidal policy 
which appears to lave beon adopted by 
the Empress and ber chief adviser than 
the Vicoroy of Chibli, and if he fails to 
conviues them of the dangers which 
now mouace China if that policy be 
carried out, it will go hardly both with 
China and himself. 























THE BEST POLICY FOR FRANCE. 

Tr is not, we think, difficult to form an 
approximate idea of what should be the 
guiding principle in French policy- with 
regard to China. There is certainly 
much room for doubt whether French 
statesmen consider 2 Chinese war de- 
sirablo if it can be avoided, and we aro 
at least justified in believing that actual 
hostilities will only: be resorted~to in 
the event of absolute necessity. In 
other words, we suppose that Franco, 
like every other civilised nation, would 
profer to obtain what ehd' wants by 
negotiation, rather than incur the trou- 
bles, anxieties, and risks attendant upon 
a campaign waged 60 far from her own 
frontiors ; and though the Chineso may 
bo perfectly sure that Franco will nover 
shrink from a war if there be no other 
way open to her of settling the dispute, 
there is no reason to suppose that a 
war with Ohina is in itself the aim and 
object of her ambition. It may, thero- 
fore, be as well to point out one rather 
important feature inthe situation as it 
exists at present, and let those draw 
the moral whom it most concerns. 
Briefly, then: the anxiety of France 
that the Marquis ‘Tséng should bo 
recalled may, woe think, be inter- 
preted as an indication of the desire 
of French statesmen for facilitating the 
settlement of the dispute, There is 
no question whatevor that, whatovor 
the Marquis’s private and personal con- 
victions may be, ho has been throngh- 
ont the mouthpiece of. the War Party 
in Peking. Even by the traditions and 
associations of his own family he ia 
more or less identified with that section 
of the Government. No ono could be 
more Chauvinist than his illustrious 
father Tséng Kuo-fan, while his uncle, 
Ts6ng Kuo-ch‘ian, though perhtips more 
moderate, is gonerally credited with 
somewhat accentuated ‘ patriotio’ lean- 
ings. The French, therefore, cannot 
but feel that the chosen exponent of 
China's warlike policy is not exactly 
the man to continue to reprosént Ohina 
during the conduct of negotiations the 
object of which is peace. . Nor, perhaps, 
would it be fair to the Marquis himself 
that he should be used, so:to speak, as 
the instrament of a more pacific diplo- 
macy, We heard a good deal, some 
months ago, of the Marquis’ having 
exceeded his instructions, compromised 
his Government, and being disavowed 
by Li Hung-chang. We were convinced 
at the time that these allegations were 
false, and this convictionhasbeen strong. 
ly corroborated by late events. The 
Marquis, so far from exceoding his 
instractions, carried them ont to tho 
very letter. That in doing so he was 
acting in utter ignorance of the fact 
China was not in a position of sufficient 
strength to make good her threats ia 
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no doubt true énongb, and terribly dis- 
gusted and indignant must His Excel- 
lency have beon when that unwelcome 
:tinth was forced upon him. But that, 
aftor all, is nothing to the point. The 
Matquisiwas not asked to state, much 
168s to'act upon, any opinions -ho-may 
~bive"held himself; he was simply told 
to utter certain threats io the name of 
the Chinese Government, and he did so. 
‘There, bis responsibility ended’; and if 
«the: Government is now compromised, 
ityhas compromised itself. We need

EXTRADITION: IN’ HONGKONG. 


A Conresroxpenr signing Limself ‘Fiat 
Justitia’ has’ drawn our attention to 
an extradition case wow pending ia 
Hongkong, the importance of which 
frora an international’ point of view 
cannot be over-ostimated. ° It con- 
cerns a party of eleven Chinese Catho- 
lio converts, who, to escape from the 
woll-knotrn tortures inflicted upon per- 
sous. suspected of murder, have fed 
from their native proviuce of Kuang- 
tang to the neighbouring Britieh oolony. 
Tt lias not, we believe, been proved that 
the persons in question are guilty. 
‘They had been staying with some 
friends in a certain village, and during 
their sojourn there a murder was 
committed in their immediate neigh- 
bourhood. “The fact of their ig 
Roman Catholics was sufficient in itself 
to excite suspicion against them, and a 
persecution was tlicreupon set on foot 
by otie of the local claus, in deference 
to whom, apparently, the authorities of 
the di attempted to imprison tho 
cused. ‘These, however, escaped, and 
Ato now audor arrest in Hongkong ; tho 
Chinese. mandarivs insist upon their 
being given up, aud in this they are sup- 
ported by Earl Granville. It must be 
Gonifeased that here,we have the painful 
aud’ puzzling part of tho affuir..- It is 
‘apparently on.the representations of 
tho Marquis Teng that the Secretary 
of State for Fureign Affnirs has so fur 
influenced the Colonial Office as to cause 
t out to that effect.

Under the'D nty of Tiontsin, 
the Chinese have no fight whatever to 
demand tlio-rondition of these meu autil 
their guilt is proved ; and unless proper 
examination is held before .a ‘proporly 
constituted tribunal, in which the.evi- 
donce of witnesses ie taken down ‘and 
sifted by experienced lawyers, we do 
not quite see how auy proof is: to be 
forthcoming, Cvrtninly it would: be 
entirely opposed to buth the spirit and 
the wording of the Article wo Lave 
quoted for the men.to be given up 
the bare assertion of tho, -pro- 
jul mandarins. Unless the prisoners 
lave boon already tried aud,convicled, 
there is no legal proof in existence tbat 
they are guilty of the charge brought 
against (hem ; aud we kuow that is not 
the case. They are simply. suspects ; 
aud putting aside the theory—true 
enough, perhaps, but not relevant to our 
purpose—that they are the victims of a 
religious persecution, there is uo pro 
vision in any of our Treaties that sus- 
pects should be given up. Sir George 
Bowen probably knows this as well as 
we do, aud we have every confidence 
that he will maintain the integrity of 
British: rights in this most importaut 
matter, 

One word, in conclusion, to. tho 
Chinese. Fora long time it has beon 
theic loudly-ultered complaint .that 
French missionaries staud between cov- 
verls and their rulers, aud. protect 
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criminals. from the law. We do uot 
intend to’ go into this question now. 
‘We only wish to point out to the Chi- 
nese authorities that the present case, 
at any rate, does not come under that 
head. . It lies solely and entirely be- 
twoon, cortain Chinese refugees and the 
British authorities in Hongkong. That 
Bishop Raimondi should exert himself 
on behalf of the former is only natural 
and right; though we fail to.see that 
he can do-very mach. . France. has 
nothing to do with the matter, nor, 
indeed, have any French. missionaries. 
The beatings of the case would be 
precisely the same if the refugees 
were Baddhists or Ovnfacianists ; the 
fact of their being Catholios is 
nothing whatever to the poiut. We 
only know these eloven persons as 
Chinese subjects who have fled for pro 
tection to Hongkong, under an acousa- 
tion which has hitherto been unsup- 
ported by ovidenco, IF their guilt be 
proved to the satisfaction of the judi- 
cial authorities in Hongkong, then they 
must be given up; but until it is so 
proved, any such concession to Chinese 
* demands would be contrary, to the 
British Constitution, aud at variance 
with the oxpress stipulations of the 
“Treaty of Tients 











‘THE TABOO SYSTEM. 
Ir any proof wore needed of the utter 
wealcioss aud, indeed, uselessness of the 
Shanghai Chamber- of Commorco, it 
might bo easily furnished by a perusal 
of the correspoudence which recontly 


took place between that body and 
Mossrs, Adamsou, Bell & Co. The 
{nots of the case aro, no doubt, familiar 
to most of onr readers, In the month 
of Muy, 1883, a dispute arose betweon 
the fiem in question aud the Tea Quild 
at Hankow. Offers for cortain obops 
of toa were made by the buyer of 
Messrs, Adamson’s, subject to the 
Chamber of Commerce terms. The 
broker was willing to accept the price, 
but declined to deal on the conditions 
named, Chest-musters were, however, 
sout in, and thereupon a report was 
spread to tho effect that the foreign 
firm had accepted the torms of tlie 
Chinese, Ou this being contradicted, 
Uke musters were withdrawn, aud the 
firm formally tabooed. “ We are as/ 
eured on the wuthority of one of the 
membors of the Guild who attended 
the mocting,” sny Messrs. Adamson, 
Boll & Oo., “that several of the tea- 
longs objvcted to the mensure, but 
that strong pressure was brought to 
bear upon them to force them to sign 
the agreement. * * * Tho taboo 
was removed from our firm solely by 
the coucession of foreigners generally 
tothe terms imposed by the Guilds, 
upon which’ the native tea-mon woro 
permitted to resume business with us, 
There is no doubt that, as iu previous 
onses of taboo, such as the. outrageous 
one at Swatow, a fow leading mon 
amoig (ho native teastrade made use 
of their influence to coerce less power= 
ful mombers into Joining the iegat 





combination, and several that protest. 
ed against it were threatened with 
taliative measures if they did not 
join.” Now there are “three points 
worthy of consideration in the facts 
that are ‘here detailed.

orders. In the second place, the taboo 
was only removed by tho profowiid 
humiliation of every house in’ the trade, 
all of whom wero foreed”to obey the 
diotation of the native dealers. Inthe 
third place, the action of the Guild, 
which the foreign firms were. appar- 
ently powerless to withstand, was illegal 
and contrary to Treaty. All privileged 
commercial societies, all coalitions for 
exercising monopolies on trade, are dis- 
tinetly prohibited by the 14th Article 
of the French Treaty of 1858, to the 
effect of which members of all Trenty 
Powers are entitled. Nothing could be 
clearer than that the action of the Tea 
Guild was indefeusible from. every one 
of these points of view, and that 
Messrs. Adamson Bell & Co, bad a 
just ground for the representations 
they were forced to make, Bat what 
does the Chamber do? Itis “anxious” 
to bring tho facts before the notice of 
the Ministers at Poking; but it does 
uot consider that these facts contain 
sufficient evidence of illegal notion on 
the part of the Guild. It is necessary for 
Messrs. Adamson, Bull & Co., to produce 
“ documents” or “correspondence;” the 
Chamber attaching, apparently, no im. 
portanco to the fact that the British Con- 
sulat Hankow, who is acknowledged to 
bo one of the best authorities on inter. 
national questious of this uature, had 
taken the matter up with his usual 
promptness and energy, and had called 
upon the Tuo-tai there to prevent the 
figrant breach of ‘I'reaty complained 
of. It is difficult to characterise in too 
strong terms this display of foebleness 
and timidity on tho part of the Shanghai 
Chamber. But the priuciples on which 
the whole trade is carried on are so am- 
biguous that one caunot wonder at it 
over-much. ‘Thore must be some reason 
for the representative body of merchants 
in Shanghai declining to interfere on 
behalf of a firm which has been the 
victim of au illegal action, and ac- 
quiescing in the humiliation of the 
ontire ten-trade in submitting to the 
autocratic dictates of an illegal body. 
Ts must be cloar to the most ordinary 
intelligence, however, that as matters 
stand at present foreign buyers are at 
a grievons disadvantage, ‘lhe-Chineso 
combine, and by Look or by orook, by 
dint of intimidation or ‘what uot, ma- 
nage to present an unbroken frout to 
the foreigners, ‘The foreigners, ine 
stead of combiuing in their tury, com: 
pote with each other, and go play into 
tho hands of their oppanouts, As long

THE ORIENTAL BANE. 
‘Tae statoments of tho Solicitor of tho 
Oriental Bank at the meeting of sare. 
holders, of which we reprint a part elves 
where, regarding the additional linbility 
of shareholders in chartered bauks for 
the note cirenlation, brought about a 
correspondence in the Standard. he 
City Editor of. our contemporary snid 
that much -attention lind boon oxcited 
by, the statoment of the Solicitor re- 
‘garding the Act of 1879, and romarkod 
that “most people who use tho notes 
of limited banks will be glad that the 
Patliamontary dranghisman bluidered 
after this fashion; but shareholders: do 
hot relish this addition. to-their list: of 
unpleasaut contingencies ;- and should 
the Oriental Bauk succeed in obtaining 
an Act releasing it from this liability, 
other institutions will, uo doubt, sock 
to profit by the example. thus set, It 
is to be hoped, therefore, that tle prine 
ciple upon which the Oriental Baul ‘is 
framing ils Bill will not, be permitted 
to pass into law without amplo: die 
oussion.”» ‘This drew forth a letter from 
the Solicitor, who said it was obvious 
that some ‘misapprebonsion liad arisen

shareholders at present aro under an 
additional liability of 1,600,0002; but 
this Company are unable, by their own 
admission, to show that the yaluo of 
their paid-up capital is equal iu sterling 
to ite nominal amount, mid it might, 
therefore, be difficult to register under 
the Limitod Liability. Act ; and, sooner 
than take the bolder and wiser course, 
they attempt to obtain a Bill, the 
effeot of which is to saddle the Share- 
holders with an additional linbility -of 
about 750,0002. I fully recognise the 
difficulty of the position—a position 
that ought to have been boldly faced 
some years ago.” It will be seen, that 
“Auglo-[ndiau Banker” scarcely touches 
the question of the Standard. ‘The 
mattor i¢ of importuuce, as the note cir- 
culation of gome culuniul aud eastern 
banks is large and would consti 
‘a serious liability beyond the liability 
for udditional: cnpital, In the charter 
of our focal bank it is stipulated that 
the note circulation shall first be paid 
full, in tho event of the bank wind.

Oue of these was a gentleman 
in India, In his caso it was £500-morth 
of shares, Not knowing for certain, how- 
ever, that these shares wero going to be 
offered to him, he had, when the offer 
made, invested his money in other ways, 
and while thanking me he begged to decline 
the shares. When they were returned, 
although Thad a right to re-allot them, I 
did not wish to exercise that right, and I 
told the Board of Directors that T placed the 
shares at their disposal and recommended 
that tenders should be asked for from 
Hongkong and Shanghai. We sent private 
information to those to whom we thought 
it should be made known, and tenders 
were made covering the whole amount of 
the shares. Tenders were accepted by the 
Board amounting to about $7,000 above 
par, the profits going into the general 
accounts of the Company ; and there being 
uo other place to put the amountin, it was 
deducted from the coat of the concession, 
reducing it from about $25,000 to about 
$18,000.

EXTRADITION OF OHJNESE AT HONGKONG, 

To the Editor of the 
Nonri-Cuxa Damy News. 

‘Six,—Lhere is au important case at pre- 
sent occurring at Hongkong, which besides 
its local: interest, poesesses claims on the 
attention and sympathies of every one 
whom the international relations between 
China and foreign powers may concern 

1d. I. therefore vouture to draw publ 
attention through the columns of your 
journal to it, in the hopes that somo ex- 
pression-of influential opinion or other cir- 
cunistancos may help to stay the perpetra- 
tion of an act of wrong that now monacos 
tho security of Chinese residents in B: 
ominious as provided for by Article 
of tho ‘'reaty of Tientsin. 

‘Pho main facts of tho caso aro thes 
Kleven Chinese Christians of the province 
of Kuangtung have sought refuge in Hong- 
kong in order to escape from a bitter per 
soctition that a tyrannical clan tind suscita- 
ted against them, Ih 
previously beon visiting their frien 
Kuangtung, and it happened that a murder 
was committed in the same house oF village 
whore they. were staying ; and the Chinese 
Government, under the pretext that ti 
men are guilty of the said murder, has in 
structed its Ambassador at London, Mar- 
quis ‘'séug, to ask Karl Granville for the 
surrender of these eleven Chinese to ti 
Kuangtuug native anthorities. In cou 

uence of this demand, the Government of 

jongkong line received instructions from 
home to deliver up Unese Chinese Christian 
Ag yeb they haye not been surrendered, 
but they aro imprisoned at Hongkong on 
this unsupported charye of murder havi 
boon made against them. Meantime some 
influences have been brought to bear on 
tho ome Government to stay any. such 
extradition until it can be juidically proved 
that these unfortunate Chinamen ae really 
quilly of the crime imputed to the. 
‘What will be the result of 
is not known, but it is evident that should 
these poor men be delivered up to their 
own authorities by auy feeble con: 
to the Chinese Government they will cor- 
tainly be tortured to death in order to 
make them confess their guilt of the mur- 
der imputed to.them, aud it would be 
derogatory to British justice and humanity 
to give them up to such a dreadful fate. 
Tho men all strongly deny that they 
are guilty of this murder, and to legal 
Proof has even been tondered that they are 
Culpably implicated in the murder of which 
they ate accused, According. to British 
law, a prime facie evidence of guilt is suf 
ficient to. entitle foreign Government to 














































































domand the oxtradition of accused persons, 
aud were tho: Ghinese Government a civir 
lised Power auch proviso might be applied 
fo this present cage ; but itty well known, 


tliat the Government of China in its dea 
ings with’ accused persons is not only far 
from civilised, either in its principles of 
justice or in ita adjudication of crime, but 
that moreover it is.both cruel and unjust 
in its treatment of those who are brought 
before its tribunals as accused persous. 
‘The Chinese Government cannot therefore 
be admitted to share in the privileges of 
our international criminal legislation, which 
have been adopted to guide our relation 
with Christian and civilised nations, until 
it has qualified iteelf for such participation 
by assimilating its penal and criminal pro- 
cedure to the just ‘and humane principles 
‘on which such international obligations aro 
founded. 

A recent writer, Dr. Erskine Holland, 
the Chichele Profesor of International Law 
and Diplomacy at Oxford, in a work entitled 
“The Elements of Jurisprudence,” London 
1882, in Chap. XVIL page 292 lays down 
the principle that ‘international law cau 
subsistonly between states which sufficiently 
resemble each other,” and he quotes 
Suarez, a learned jurist of the soven- 
teenth century scribes t] 
nature philosophy of international 
obligations to consist in “the natural pre- 
cept of mutual love and mercy, which is 
extended to all of the human race of 
every nation, even of stranzers ;” so that 
the required resemblances between Great 
Britain and China would be wanting in 

ial points, as Ohina not only 
vot claim to believe.in those natural 
precepts, but glories in repudiating them 
by considering all pebple outside “the 
four seas” barbarians. 

Dr. Holland farther illustrates the char- 
tics required in a state that claims 
the benefit of sharing in such legal national 
co-association, by statiiy “The family 
of nations is an aggregate of states which 
as the result of their historical antecedents 
have inherited a common civilisation, and 
are at a similar lovel of moral and political 
opi He further draws this cor 
quence from such premi ‘Outside th 
charmed circle, no state, be it as powerful 
and as civilised as nd Japan, cau be 
regarded as an al person;”

e of Sir Henry Sumner 
Maine, calls attention to the instance of a 
“geeat Oriental tax-gathering empire,” 
and describes such a state as “lawless, its 
erganisation consisting merely of an arbi- 
trary force, acting upon a subject mass 
which is but imperfectly bound together 
by a network of religious and moral 
scruples,” all of which description may 
unequivocally be applied to the Chinese 
empire, and disqualities it for sharing in 
international advantages not concoded to it 
hy treaty. After such an authoritati 
exposition of the general principles which 
must be adhered to in examinivig any claim 
that China may make for'the extradition of 
accused persons by virtue of international

It woutld be impossible for an Associa 
tion of this kind to exist withouta Secretary, 
I would therefore suggest that a Secretary 
be appointed whe would combine with his 
duties those of Arbitrator, and that in the 
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event of adispule occurring between a buyer 
and a tea-hong, the bnyer. should be at 
liberty to call in the services of the Associ 
tion's Arbitrator ; that if his decision did 
tisfy the tea-hong they would be at 
liberty to call in their own Arbitrator, aud 
if the two could not e they should 
mutually select a third whose decision 
should be final. This last measure would 
toa large extent overcome the objecti 
which the trade have to the Arbitrator 
recently appointed by the Guild. 
3.—That the Association, after having 
appointed a Secretary, should instruct hin 
to forward these conditions to the Guild. 
‘The question will naturally arise,—Llow 
do you intend to pay for the service of this 
* Secretary and Arbitrator? Id auswéring 
this it’ must be borne in mind that Shang:
